BLAMES RUSSIA

—The United States is de­ 
termined today to fight the 
issue of world peace out with 
Russia on the success or fail­ 
ure of the Marshall plan.

m ade the issue clear in a Laconic 
16-minute radio speech reporting 
on the abortive London conference 
of the big four foreign ministers 
which failed to make any progress 
on drafting peace treaties for G er­ 
m any and Austria. 
Obstructionist Tactics 
M arshall’s brief address dwelt 
chiefly with th e obstructionist tac­ 
tics 
of Soviet 
Foreign 
M inister 
Molotov at the London meeting. 
M arshall reviewed in precise de­ 
tails the discouraging day-to-day 
debate in the foreign m inisters’ 
meeting. 
He declared: 
“ No 
real 
ground 
was lost

gained at the m eeting except that 
the outlines of the problems and 
obstacles are much clearer. 
“ We cannot look forward to a 
unified G erm any at this time. 
We 
m ust do the best we can in the 
area where our influence can be 
felt.” 
M arshall then set forth his be­ 
lief that the w ar created a “politi­ 
cal vacuum ” in Europe and that 
until this vacuum is filled, there 
cannot be a healthy Europe. 
Until a healthy European com­ 
m unity has oeen established, he 
declared, “it does not appear p o s-. 
sible that paper agreem ents can j 
assure a lasting peace.”

The stopgap funds will be used 
through March 31, while the addi­ 
tional money voted for the occu­ 
pied areas is for the current fiscal 
veaf ending next June 30. 
Convene January 6 
Congress will convene for its 
second regular session Jan. 6. At 
that time, the House Foreign Af- 
fairjj Committee will launch hear­ 
ings on the Herter bill, embodying 
the recommendations of the special 
committee. Similar hearings also 
prolbably will be held soon after 
the session onens by the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
Under the Herter proposal, the 
government corporation would be 
entirely- independent of the staie, 
which is handling the stopgap aid 
program.

— The pre-Christmaç holiday pe­ 
riod descended upon the United 
Nations today, dropping activities 
at Lake Success to a new' low point 
for the year. To all intents and 
purposes the U.N.’s work for 1947 
was about over. 
A Christmas party for children 
of men and women affiliated with 
the United Rations will be held at 
the Belmont Plaza in Manhattan 
this afternoon. 
A Christmas ball 
for members of the U.N. secretarial 
staff took place last night in the 
grand ballroom of the Waldorf-As­ 
toria. 
The Security Council has re­ 
cessed 
until 
December 
30: 
the 
Atomic Energy Commission “some­ 
time in January’’ and the Trustee­ 
ship Council until February 18. 
Most important problem immedi­ 
ately confronting the U N. is Pal­ 
estine. 
British troops will be pull­ 
ing out of the Holy Land early in 
1948 so that evacuation can be 
completed by August 1. 
Partitioning of 
Palestine 
into 
separate Jewish and Arab state is 
to be accomplished officially by 
October 1, 1948. 
The U N . has 
tentatively 
set 
January 7 as the date of the first 
meeting of the five-nation Pales­ 
tine partition enforcement commis­ 
sion.
